Scientists unveil 
chocolate-fueled car

LONDON Scientists unveiled on Tuesday 
what they hope will be one of the world’s 
fastest biofuel vehicles, powered by waste 
from chocolate factories and made partly 
from plant fibers. 

Its makers hope the racer will go 145 mph 
and give manufacturers ideas about how to 
build more ecologically friendly vehicles. 

The car runs on vegetable oils and choco- 
late waste that has been turned into biofuel. 
The steering wheel is made out of plant- 
based fibers derived from carrots and other 
root vegetables, and the seat is built of flax 
fiber and soybean oil foam. The body also is 
made of plant fibers. 

Scientists at the University of Warwick 
say their car is the fastest to run on biofuels 
and also be made from biodegradable mate- 
rials. 

Their claims cannot be independently 
verified. 

They hope it can reach speeds of more 
than 145 mph when it is tested on a race- 
track in a few weeks time . They have driven 
it at around 60 mph and are now making 
final adjustments to the engine before driv- 
ing it at top speed.

D.C. Council approves same-sex marriage legislation

After an emotional debate, the D.C. Council 
gave final approval Tuesday to legislation 
that recognizes same-sex marriages per- 
formed elsewhere. 

The vote is considered the first step 
toward eventually allowing gay marriages 
to be performed in Washington. Congress, 


which has final say over the city’s laws, 
will get 30 days to review the bill assuming 
Democratic Mayor Adrian Fenty, a support- 
er, signs it. 

If Congress takes no action, the bill will 
become law automatically. President Obama 
and congressional leaders have not signaled 
where they stand on the D.C. bill. Obama 


generally supports civil unions but has said 
marriage is between a man and a woman. 

“The march toward equality is coming to 
this country, and you can either be a part of it 
or stand in the way,” said David Catania, one 
of two openly gay D.C. Council members. 

Vermont, Connecticut, Massachusetts 
and Iowa already allow gay marriage.

Kanye, celebs get down to business with products ■

Who's the hottest in the world right now? 1 

Chicago's Kanye West. He's the latest celebrity to bank on his name and image 
beyond the music scene. 

West has expanded his reach outside the recording studio. The newest batch 
of his Nike Air Teezy sneakers will be released the first weekend of June, and last 
month he announced a new fragrance and a new energy drink. Plus, he's working 
on his clothing line, Past Tell. 

It's obvious the hip-hop star takes his image as seriously as his music. He was 
just voted Best Dressed Rapper of All-Time by readers of Complex magazine and 
hip-hop blog Nah Right in complexxom's Style War. 


“This is a real honor! This whole year has been so 
overwhelmingly positive ... from the Yeezfs to 
the Louie Vuittons,” West blogged (in all caps). 
“It means a lot to be able to get respect from my 
core and peers even though everybody knows I 
get a little crazy with the clothes sometimes.” 

A few months before the Style War, Complex 
magazine caught up with West as he shopped 
for his Grammy outfit. 

Asked what his “brand” means, West 
told Complex: “Pop but Luxury Edgy but 
Comfortable. Em about clashing worlds that 
you don't think belong together.” 

Edgy and unique fashion is part of West's 
persona, said Matt Delzell, group account 
director at Davie Brown Talent, which pairs 
celebrities with brands to endorse. “It’s authentic 
for him to sell shoes because everybody's seen 
him wear those shoes and everybody considers 
him to be a trendsetter,” he said. 

Some Chicagoans, however, say they're 
growing tired of stars building their empires. 

“I'm really sick of money being the controlling 
factor of what artists do with their careers,” 
said Kevin Serna, 20, a student living in the 
South Loop. “Why can’t they be satisfied with 
the tons of money they make off their records? 
I'd rather be known for my music than for what 
my shoes look like.” 

For a brand to be successful, consumers need 
to sense legitimacy, said Martin Brochstein, 


senior vice president of industry relations and 
information for the International Licensing 
Industry Merchandisers’ Association. “If the 
consumer gets a whiff that it ain't legit, and that 
the celebrity merely slapped a name on it, then 
it's destined to fail,” he said. 

West gives off the impression that he has 
more input in his products than other artists, 
said Corbin Howard, 19, a Columbia College 
Chicago student. “I feel like {West and rapper 
Pharrell Williams] put out stuff they would 
want to wear,” said Howard, who lives in the 
South Loop. 

What also helps solidify West's designer cred 
is that he worked with fashion icon Marc Jacobs 
and expressed an interest in interning for Louis 
Vuitton in Paris, said Amanda Latifi, strategist 
at ad agency DDB Chicago. (West's publicist, 
Gabriel Tesoriero, did not respond to interview 
requests.) 

Like West, Gwen Stefani is known for being 
passionate about fashion, and that helps give 
her L.A.M.B. collection credibility, Latifi said. 

On the other hand, she pointed to Lindsay 
Lohan's array of products, including Sevin Nyne 
tanning mist— which went on sale last month 
at Sephora— and 6126 leggings: “That's a crazy 
brand: leggings and tanning spray Really? And 
you were a serious actress once,” Latifi said. 

What's at stake? Done right, a celebrity's 
portfolio can be richly rewarding. 


Take 50 Cent's deal with Vitamin Water. He 
owned a stake in parent company Glaceau, and 
Forbes reported he received $100 million when 
Coca-Cola bought Glaceau in 2007. Elsewhere, 
the Jessica Simpson Collection brought in 
$300 million wholesale last year, according to 
Forbes, a successful venture for Simpson even 
as her music and acting careers have taken on 
a lower profile. 


When celebrities put their 
names on a product, typically they are 
guaranteed a sum of money upfront and paid 
royalties based on sales of the product, Delzell 
said. That way, the more the product sells, the 
more the company and celebrity make. 

Of all licensed merchandise that includes 
characters, works of art and movies— pegged 
at around $180 billion in worldwide retail sales

Tax repeal? Probably not

The Cook County Board on Tuesday took 
what may end up being a symbolic vote 
to repeal last year’s controversial sales tax 
increase, a move President Todd Stroger 
labeled “political theater.” 

The board, on a 12-3 vote, sent Stroger a 
measure that would repeal the i-percent tax 
increase on Jan. 1, 2010. 

But Stroger, who vehemently opposed 
the vote, can veto the measure. Then near- 
ly all of the county board would have to 
decide to override his veto for the tax to 
be repealed. 

Stroger and some of the board members 
said the tax increase was needed to keep 
county services running, but many commis- 
sioners said they were tired of the pressure 


they’ve been under since they passed the 
highly unpopular tax last year. 

A visibly upset Stroger urged commis- 
sioners not to take a vote to prove a politi- 
cal point. 

“This is political theater at its best,” 
Stroger said. “I enjoy the political theater, 
but in the end it doesn’t do anything but 
hurt people.” 

Commissioners said Stroger needs to do 
more to reform government so less money 
is needed to run it. 

But influential Commissioner John Daley 
(D- Chicago), a Stroger ally until recently, 
fired back. 

“You might want to listen for a change,” 
he said. 

The debate played out as both Stroger and 


commissioners are up for election next year. 

Last month, Stroger proposed rolling 
back a quarter percentage point of the sales 
tax increase next year using money expected 
from the federal economic stimulus. But 
Stroger said the county needed the rest of the 
tax increase or there would be a $300 million 
hole in the county budget. 

Stroger has long maintained the revenue 
from last year’s tax hike was needed to avoid 
decimating the county’s massive health and 
criminal justice systems. 

Commissioner Peter Silvestri (R-Elmwood 
Park) said the decision to repeal was simpler 
than it was being portrayed by some com- 
missioners who opposed the move. 

“We either tax people more or we make 
cuts,” he said. “It’s not rocket science.”

Like many mornings, Jess Craigie watched as 
her dog Moxie took off after a seagull during 
their morning walk along Lake Michigan. 

But on Tuesday, Moxie sprinted down a pier 
and disappeared over the edge at North Avenue 
Beach. 

“I saw her go over the pier. I was in shock,” 
said Craigie. “When I got to the edge, I saw her 
dog-paddling. She was clearly panicking.” 

Craigie raced toward the water, brushing aside 
a man who tried to stop her, and jumped in. 

She grabbed Moxie and held her on her 
shoulders as the dog tried to scramble up the 
wall. Holding on to a metal bar jutting from the 
water, Craigie heard the man on shore saying 
help was on the way 

About 20 minutes later— Craigie said it 
seemed like hours — the two were rescued by 
police divers. Craigie, 34, was treated for hypo- 
thermia and released from a hospital. Moxie 
seemed fine and was taken home by Craigie’s 
husband, Willson.

Investigators said that they don’t know 
what rule infractions sparked the fight dur- 


ing the drinking game, but Bridgeport Police 
Chief Zenny Martyniuk said the men knew 
each other before the match and had no prior 
issues. 

Jimenez and Riley, both of Bridgeport, 
were playing beer pong at a small gathering 
at a mutual friend’s house when witnesses 
saw them arguing over the game, police said. 
Several witnesses even told investigators that 
they believed that the men were play-wres- 
tling or horsing around. 

Jimenez allegedly told police that after 


the game, he left the house through the 
front door and Riley left with another man 
through the back door. Once outside, accord- 
ing to one witness, Jimenez and Riley ran into 
each other in a pedestrian-only alleyway and 
began talking trash. 

According to court documents, Jimenez 
claimed that Riley had said, “Shoot me! Shoot 
me! 'You guys ain’t got the b — !” 

Jimenez pulled a .40 -caliber Taurus hand- 
gun from his waistband and shot Riley once 
in the neck, police said.

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Dan Deacon explores the mystery 
of being a hipster babe magnet

The most high-profile member of Baltimore’s Wham City art collec- 
tive, Dan Deacon, went to music school in suburban New York and 
holds a graduate degree in electronic music composition (yes, those 
exist). What’s he really known for? Being the big, weird dude with the 
nerdy vintage T-shirts, bushy beard and Sally Jessy Raphael glasses who 
makes up-tempo avant-electro and turns his wild one-man shows into 
audience participation-fueled freakouts. 

Wait, that was the old Deacon— who played house parties and base- 
ments and played half-broken synths because he didn’t have money 
for new equipment. Now he’s delving into deeper and more textured 
soundscapes on his recent “Bromst,” which is full of bigger beats and 
increasingly complex compositions. 

On this tour, Deacon, 27, is abandoning his trusty prerecorded tracks 
for the excitement and chaos of fronting/conducting a 15-musician 
backing band. But it still sounds like Deacon— blips and bleeps, heavily 
processed vocals and weird electro. 

How long have you been presenting yourself the way you do? 

My whole life. 

Really? The thrift store-y, art-nerdcore-ish, now-what-has-become-“hipster” 
glasses thing? 

I used to shop at thrift stores because those were the only places I 
could afford. I got these glasses because they were the cheapest ones 
at Eyeglass Depot and they were the ones I could see the most out of. 

I guess I’ve sort of noticed— to a reader this might sound really narcis- 
sistic— but it does seem like a lot of styles that I used to wear, and sort 
of got made fun of for, now are part of hipster culture. It’s especially 
weird to see people wearing thick, big glasses. I guess the first time that 
it really dawned on me was when someone went into American Apparel 
and they had large-frame glasses there labeled “Dan Deacon Glasses.”

Everyone thought the current season of “Scrubs” was its last. But 
the plucky sitcom isn’t a goner yet. 

ABC and creator Bill Lawrence are in talks to bring the show, or 
some incarnation of it, back for another season on the network’s 
2009-10 schedule, which will be announced later this month. That’s 
quite an accomplishment for a sitcom that survived years of time slot 
upheaval and a transplant from one network to another. After NBC 
dropped “Scrubs” last year, ABC rescued it and has been rewarded 
with decent ratings. The show is produced by ABC Studios. 

Still Lawrence devised a season-closer, airing at 7 p.m. Wednesday, 
that also could serve as the show’s final curtain. 

It’s an approach built around the departures of series star Zach 
Braff and Lawrence himself from the world of Sacred Heart 
Hospital. 

“ It’s my last year and Zach’s last year, so the finale is exactly what 
we would have written as a series finale. And if it goes forward, it’s 
still what we would have written as Zach’s finale,” Lawrence said. 

A key question: What happens with erratic lovebirds J.D. (Braff) 
and Elliot (Sarah Chalke)? 

Lawrence can imagine a ninth season for “Scrubs,” even if it 
loses cast members to other projects. After all, the show was first 
pitched as a comic version of “ER,” able to accommodate new 
faces as the years passed. 

There’s been talk that some of the actors, including Braff, may 
return on occasion if the show is renewed. As for Lawrence, his 
“Cougar Town” pilot starring Courteney Cox is under consider- 
ation by ABC. 

But, he said, “I don’t think there can ever be a show called 
‘Scrubs’ that I wouldn’t at least check in on.” 

It’s been a memorable and instructive ride, especially the bumpy 
bit across the NBC schedule. Those scheduling shifts made it 
unlikely the comedy could achieve big ratings gain, a reality that 
Lawrence says he came to embrace. 

“What was liberating about it was you stop trying to write things 
for everyone and make the people laugh who already liked the 
show— and, believe it or not, it’s a lot easier to do,” he said. 

Lawrence and his staff made the most of the show’s cult sta- 
tus, reaching out to die-hard fans with Webisodes, regular ‘Ask 
‘Scrubs’” videos in which cast members responded to audience 
questions and online Q&A sessions. 

Those viewers supported “Scrubs” even when its original net- 
work didn’t.
